THE NEW ROAD. 


A TRIP TO WHITTIER OVER 
THE NEW ROAD. 


Members of the Board of Trade and 
Citizens Have a Fine Visit—A Re- 
ception Extended to the Party—A 
Beautiful Country. 


In response to the invitation sent out by 
the Board of Trade, between 700 and 800 
people assembled at the Commercial-street 
depot yesterday morning, bound for Whit- 


tier, to attend and participate in the open-' 


ing of the Whittier and Los Angeles Rail- 
road. The first train to go over the road, 
consisting of an engine and 10 passenger 
coaches, rolled into the depot at 10 o’cloc k 
and was immediately loaded with passen- 
gers. The coaches were appropriately deco- 
rated with streamers, bearing the line, 
“The Los Angeles Board of Trade and 
Guests to Whittier.’ On one coach was 
hung a large steel engraving of the poet 
Whittier. 

The start was made at 10:15, and, after a 
run of an hour through vineyards and 
orange groves, villages and farms, the train 
slowed up at Whittier. A crowd of not less 
than 300 was at the depot to meet the ex- 
cursionists, and hacks were provided for 
the trip uptown. A procession was formed 
of carriages, horsemen and footmen, 
with Meine Bros.’ cornet band at the head, 
and the march was taken up. Jonathan 
Bailey led the way, and the procession filed 
through the principal streets of the 
new town and upto the Greenleaf Hotel, 


where a circle about the building was. 


formed by the carriages, and the guests in- 
vited within. ‘ 

O The response to the invitation was gen- 
eral, and the haif hour preceding luncheon 
wasspentin inspecting the’ excellent ar- 
rangement of the house. At 1 o’clock the 
doors of the diming-hall were thrown open 
and the crowd invited to partake of a 
bounteous dinner. 

In the dining-hall Mr. S. K. Lindley in- 
troduced to the crowd Rev. Elias Jessup, 
pastor of the Friends’ Church. Mr. Jessup 
made a short speech, reviewing the brief 
history of the town, and welcoming the 
guests to the colony. 

A response was made by Judge Fitzger- 
ald, who said that upon his first visit to 
these grounds, they were green and grow- 
ing fields. That this was less than a year 
ago, and yet now he came to find a growing 
and populous town, richin everything that 
makes a city. That this was no surprise, 
when one considered that the business tact 
and ability of such men as A. H. Pickering, 
the push and ene of S. K. Lindley and 
the enterprise of Jonathan Bailey, “the 
neblest Roman of them all,” had been en- 
gaged in the work. In conclusion, he said 
that in the names of all those who had par- 
taken of the hospitality of the little city, he 
gave the most hearty thanks. The speaker 
took his seat amid loud applause from the 
guests. 

The luncheon over, the crowd were 
turned loose upon the town, and a very en- 
joyable hour was spent in roaming about 
the streets and looking at the sights. 

Among the other guests of the house 
were Miss Johnson and aAfrs. Woodman, 
nieces of the poet Whittier. In the after- 
noon they held a levee in the pariors of the 
hotel, and the rooms were crowded with 
ladies and gentlemen for more than an 
hour. Both the ladies spoke in the highest 
terms of California in general and hit- 
tier in particular. The giving of the name

PASADENA'S WATER SUrPLY. 


An Extensive Heservoir Should Be 
Constructed Above the City. 
[Pasadena Star.| 

A few days ago the Union contained a 
well-written article in advocacy of the con- 
struction of a dam across the Arroyo Seco at 

-some point below where our present water 
supply is secured, for the purpose of cre- 
ating a lake, from which water could be 
pumped for consumption in the city. At 
first we were inclined to favor the sugges- 
tion, but the more we investigate the mat- 


ter the more thoroughly we are convinced 
that the project is not practical. In the 
first place there is no solid rock bottom to 
be reached in the construction of a dam, 
and to create a wail that would withstand 
the force of the tremendous floods that 
occasionally sweep down from the moun- 
tains would require an outlay of an enor- 
mous sum of money, and even then there 
would be constant danger of a break occur- 

ring and great loss resulting. Then, again, 

the fall is so great that thousands of tons of 
sand and boulders are annually washed 

Gown the bed of the stream, and the pro- 
posed lake would be speedily filled there- 
with. Even if such a result did not 
obtain the cost ot pumping the 

water to a rvoir —_ would 

be a necessity), it would be a cwn- 

stant and a no inconsiderable item of ex- 

pense. For these reasons we think the 
proposition made by the Union is not prac- 
tical. We think there is a better and a 
vastly cheaper way to store water for sum-* 
mer use. Construct an extensive feservoir 
at some point in the valley above the city, 
so that a good fall and efficient force will be 
insured, and conduct the water by a canal 
thereto during the rainy season, and every 
emergency will be met. Such a reservoir 
could be made to contain a sufficient quan- 
tity of water to meet every want, and at 
less cost than would be i: volved in the 
building of a dam. It would be in no dan- 
= of filling with sand or boulders, in no 

anger of destruction by floods, and the cost 
of pumping would be entirely avoided. 
More than that, a cemented reservoir can 
be better guarded, kept in better condition 
than would be possible with a lake created 
-by a dam, since the lake would necessarily 
have to be constructed lower down the 
arroyo, the water be liable to contamination 
from many sources that could not afflict a 
reservoir supply that might be secured from 
a point miles above the city.

We cannot dismiss the subject without a 
few words concerning Pasadena’s water 
supply. It is a matter of congratulation 
that our water supply is vastly in excess of 
our necessities. It is no exaggeration to 
declare that fully 90 per cent. of our water 
1s allowed to run to waste. At the Devil’s 
Gate there is a splendid and constant tiow, 
and of this we secure not more 
than 10 per cent., the remainder 
being allowed to sink in the sandy 
bed of the Arroyo Seco, and rise again at a 
point opposite the city, and flow on to meet 
the waters of the Los Angeles River. Today 
we have a population of 15,000 inhabitants, 
and with 10 per cent. of our water supp! 
visible at the Devil’s Gate supplying all 
their wants, wecan readily conclude that 
we have an abundant quantity to meet the 
demands of a great city. Then there are 
oceans of mountain water going to waste in 
the Los Flores, Eaton and other cafions that 
could be had if there existed a necessity for 
it. In the matter of water supply, Pasadena 
is exceedingly fortunate. e need only to 
reach out our hands in an intelligent, busi- 
ness way to meet every necessity in this 
direction.

PAVE THE STREETS. 


How They Make a Good Pavement 
| in Kansas City. 
{Pasadena Union.| 

We can now see the importance of pav- 


ing our leading thoroughfares in the center 
of town. Fair Oaks avenue and Colorado 
street at their intersection, and for quite a 
distance in every direction, need to be 
graded up in good shape,and then paved with 
cedar blocks. Of course this is no time to 
do the work, but now is the time to do some 
thinking on the subject. These streets can 
be put in order betore another winter, and 


ome one will be greatly at fault if it is not 


done. The paving should extend from 
Otange Grove to Lake avenue, on Colorado 
street, and from Columbia to Chestnut on 


Fair Oaks. If the blocks can pe had on 


this coast it wouid not bean expehsive pave- 


ment, and it would be clean and durable. 


This pavement is put down in Kansas 
City on an 18-inch bed of concrete, and 
then costs about $ a front foot to each 
side on an ordinary street. Here the bed 
of concrete would not be needed. A bed of 
sand a few inches, then inch red wood 
boards, and on this the blocks could stand. 
The first put-down in Kansas City was in 
this way, and except forthe cold wiggers 
would have been a success. The space be- 
tween the blocks are filled with gravel, 


pounded down hard, then hot pitch is 


poured over the entire street surface, then 
a coating of coarse sand. This completes 
the road, and after two days it is ready for 


use. It makes a beautiful street on which 


to drive, is noiseless, and we ought to have 


it. If there is some better material_than 


this we second the motion, and are ready to 
adopt it, but we believe this the best and 
cheapest, if we can get the material on this | 
coast.

Democratic success in 1884 brought 
them. Forewarned, forearmed! The 
issue is clean cut. The Democrats 
may new congratulate themselves that 
they have atlast, got a policy marked

This policy, and, without doubt, this 
man, it will be the work of the Repub- 
licans to defeat in November next at 
the polls, and thus secure another 
Austerlitz defeat. 

But we may as well look the matter 
squarely in thé face. It will be no 
schoolboy task, but the struggle of 
giants, and damned be he who cries 
hold, enough! The Democracy seem 
to have but one man whose ability or 
popularity is equal to the emergency, 
and perhaps never since the days of 
John Tyler was ever a leader so criti- 
cised, and, we may say, 80 weak in the 
affections of his party, 

But he holds Thermopylz’s Pass, and 
his party must either take him for its 
Leonidas, or suffer the Spartan’s de- 
feat. Perhaps it is best so, for in the 
defeat both the pass and Leonidas will 
be again immortalized. ~ 

Not so with the Republicans. The 
only question is, which of the scores of 
true and tried sons of the party shall 
we select? Sherman has written his 
name indelibly upon the financial 
records of the country; and although 
James G. Blaine bas declared his pur- 
pose not « allow his name to be pre- 
sented to the convention, yet he is too 
much of a patriot to turn a deaf ear to 
the demands of his party should he be 
largely the choice. Hawley, Allison, 
Lincoln, Gresham or any one of the 
hundreds who might be named are all 
the best of Presidential timber from 
which to select. 

One of New York’s favorite sons, 
who has not yet been named, stands 
out preéminently, and would make a 
President that the whole country 
would feel proud to see occupy the 
Presidential chair. A man of rare 
acquirements, masterly ability, wide 
experience, and purity of public char- 
acter second to none in the Nation. 

Roscoe Conkling is the peer of any 
statesman in the Nation, and would 


The time is rapidly approaching 
when must again be renewed the contest 
for the Presidential chair. Whether it 
is for the best interests of the country 
that the contest should be renewed 
every four years is a qnestion for grave 
doubts, and one which has occupied 
the best thought of the country. Be 
this as it may, the coming season is 
sure to witness one oi the most deter- 
mined struggles that the country has 
ever experienced. 

The two great parties will put forth 
their best effort, and every possible 
factor which can in any manner deter- 
mine the final result will be pressed 
into service. 

‘ Both parties feel the necessity of 
great and determined effort, more so 
because of the uncertainty of the-de- 
parture of that unknown quantity 
which appears to be gaining strength 
in very many States. It appears now 
almost certain’ that that quantity will 
materialize into a troublesome third 
party. If such should be the result, it 
may be difficult to forecast the voicing 
of the ides of next November.

under its old leaders. Otherwise, in- 
glorious defeat will inevitably result. 

If it was true, as our greatest orator 
said at the convention in Chicago in 
1880, that the election of that year 
would be the Austerlitz of American 
politics, itis likely to prove far more 
disastrous at the coming’ election. 
When Roscoe Conkling, with the grasp 
of a statesman, realized the importance 
ot success to his party and the country, 
he had the wisdom to give utterance to 
asentiment which every Ke- 
publican in the land. He was in the 
midst of the most intense excitement 
ever reached in any Presidential con- 
vention. The elements of party dis- 
union appeared likely to disintegrate 
the old party, which had done so much 
to save,nay,to restore the Union. That 
hour is again rapidly approaching, and 
a union of all the elements which can 
help to insure the defeat of the Demo- 
cratic party is more necessary than 
ever before. It is no time for weak; 
incompetent and selfish leaders to 
thrust themselves forward to disturb 
or prevent the harmony that surely fol- 
lows capable leadership. It is no time 
for petty differences or jealousies to 
have any part in our counsels or para- 
lyze the efffort of the hour. 

We write thus, because we believe 
the welfare, nay, the best interests of 
the country demand the return of the 
Republican party to power in the 
National Administration of the coun- 
try.

Are we prepared for this? Are we 
willing to see the labor of this 
country ekeing out a miserable 
existence, in order that kngland may 
profit by our folly and stupidity? 
What country has . ever equaled 
this in the acquisition of material 
wealth, in the last quarter of a century, 
under the wise policy which the Repub- 
lican party advocates? Itis only nec- 
essary to ask the question, when a 
ready response is at hand. 

That policy is directly opposed to! 
that proposed by the President in his 
annual message to the present Con- 
gress. It issaid that man proposes, 
but that God disposes. It is also said 
by another that whom the gods wish 
to destroy they firstmake mad.

Such testimony from such a 
source deserves more than a passing 
notice. It stamps the man as worthy 
of the highest consideration.

their influence can and will be felt. 
O No Republican should allow his pas- 
sions, prejudices or private piques to 
stand in the way of doing his whole 
duty where a great and vital principle 
is involved. Let every Republican act 
upon this principle inthe coming Pres- 
idential campaign, and success is us cer- 
tain as thatthe polls will open upon 
the day when the conflict is to cul- 
minate. 

We are prepared, as heretofore, to 
do our whole duty at any sacrifice in 
the work before us, and have little 
doubt that such will be the purpose of 
the united party.

SLOWLY SPREADING. 


The Burlington Strike Now 
Branches Out. 


Three More Roads Involved in the Dis- 
pute, 


Union Pacific and the Atchison Liable 
to Be Involved. 


The Engineer’s Brothegheod Prepared to Support 
the Strikers with All the Power of Their 
Order—What Rallway Officials 
Have te Say. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CuIcaGo, March 7.—|By the Associated 
Press.| Chief Arthur stated to the Asso- 
ciated Press today that there was ‘serious 
danger,” that the strike of the engineers 
and firemen will now spread widely. “It is 
impossible to appease our men,’’ he said, 
“when they know that the railway com- 
panies all over the country are giving aid to 
the Burlington. We are continually in re- 
ceipt of telegrams showing that companies 
are rendering this assistance.” Arthur 
showed the following asa sample of the 
communications with which he is deluged: 

“AURORA (IIl.), March 7, 1888. 

“Arthur, Grand Chief, Chicago, Ill.: E. 
Reynolds, engineer, says he was in the em- 

loy of the New York Central, and was 
oreed to come here and run or consider 
himself discharged. 

“J. A. BAMEISEN.” 

Another communication was picked up 
froma pile by Arthur and handed over 
with the request that the identity of the 
sender should not be disclosed. The mes- 
sage was from Jackson, Mich., and said in 


part: 

“On Saturday, March 3d, the following 
was sent to all points of tne Michigan Cen- 
tral road: ‘All engineers wishing to go to 
Chicago to work for the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy sent free.’ ”

JHE BROTHERHOOD UNITED. 

CricaGco, March 7.—The full support of 
the entire Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers and Firemen has been pledged to 
their members, on any and all roads 
threughout the United States, who deem it 
necessary tostrikeand formally decided to 
do so in order.to uphold their brothers 
on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. 
This information was obtained this evening 
on the best of authority, and was verified 
through another source. It can also be 
stated upon authority that the general meet- 
ings of iocal grievance committees of the 
various roads held today were in each 
case convened for the purpose of discussing 
the advisability of a strike on that particu- 
lar road, and if such a radical step was not 
considered essential, the object was to de- 
cide what measure in lieu thereof should be 
adopted.

with the whole might of the brotherhood 
behind them. Thatthe men are not dis- 

sed to use with undue haste the weapons 
in their grasp may be partly inferred from 
the fact that — several meetings 
were held today, each clothed with com- 
plete authority to declare a strike affecting 
a vast stretch of territory, no such declara- 
tion has been made up to this evening. At 
least two meetings of the kind mentioned 
are known to have been in this city today.
